ears in court records as attorney | 
for Government tax officials, the 
Post-Dispatch found. 

The Department of Justice, | 
which has jurisdiction over all, 
United States Attorneys, has been 
sharply critical of district attor- | 
neys whose private practice in- | 
cluded clients in cases in which | 
the Government has an interest. | 

District attorneys are permit- 
ted to have a private practice in | 
civil matters so long as there is | 
no conflict with official duties. | 
However. on taking office, they | 
receive written instructions from | 
the Justice Department 
“It is expected that United States 
attorneys will devote full time to 
their duties.”

Steel Institute Says Net Income 
Fell Last Year. 

NEW YORK, April 12 (AP) — 
Net income of iron and steel com- 
panies representing 92 per cent 
of steel ingot production declined 
nearly -13 per cent in 1951 from 
the previous year despite an in- 
crease of 22 per cent in their com- 
bined revenue, the American Iron 
and Steel Institute reported today. 

The companies’ federal income 
taxes rose about 61 per cent to 
more than $1,200,000,000. said the 
institute. 

Net income in 1951 for 
companies was listed at $667,693,- 
527. or $99,000,000 less than in 
1950, and represented a return of 
5.74 cents per revenue dollar | 
| against eight cents in 1950.

Bought by Washi

An El Greco masterpiece de- | 
picting Christ’s resurrection with | 
the full intensity of the great six- | 


| teenth-century artist’s maturity | 
‘has been bought by Washington 
It will be exhibited 
today at the City Art Museum. 

The work was purchased for the 
university with money from the 
Charles Parsons fund in accord- 
ance with provisions of the will 
of the donor. Price. was not dis- 
closed. 

Frederick Hartt, Washington 
University associate professor of 
the history of art and secretary 
of the university’s art collection 
committee, described the price as 
“very reasonable.” St. Louis deal- 
ers estimated such a price for the 
painting at $35,000. 

“The Resurrection” has been in 
the office of Perry T. Rathbone, 
director of the museum, for sev- 
eral months. Rathbone said he 
liked it immensely when he saw 


it at the Rosenberg and Stiebel | 


galleries, New York. He ordered it 
sent here and recommended its 
purchase to the museum’s admin- 
istrative board of control. 

The museum’s acquisition fund 


cost, however, and the university, 
whose art possessions are regu- 
larly lent to the museum for ex- 


picture was available. 

“The Resurrection,” which is 
reproduced in color on page 1 of 
today’s PICTURES magazine, 
measures 4411/16 by 20%%4 inches. 
It will remain on display at the 
museum through June. 

The museum owns El Greco’s 
“St. Paul,” bought in 1936. 

El Greco died in 1614 at the 
age of 73, about 14 years after 
painting the university’s master- 
piece. It descends to St. Louis

homes by spring floods in seven 
Midwest states, and more are be- 
ing evacuated by the hour, the 
'Red Cross reported last night. 

The Missouri, Mississippi and 
Red rivers and their tributaries, 
swollen by the record snowfalls of 
ithe recent winter, sent floods 
‘surging across hundreds of thou- 
‘sands of acres in the Dakotas, 
|Minnyesota, Wisconsin, Iowa, Ne- 
'braska and Missouri. 

Sioux City, Ia., and South Sioux 
City, Nebr., apparently have been 
hardest hit by the rampaging wa- 
ters of the Missouri, flooding 
‘along nearly 1000 miles from 
South Dakota to Kansas and Mis- 
souri. 

Soldiers On ‘Flood Duty. 

Four battalions of troops, about 
3500 men, began leaving 
Leonard Wood late yesterday for 
emergency duty in the Omaha- 
Council Bluffs area where a flood 
crest of 30 feet is expected Thurs- 
day. 

An advance group of. 600 sol- 
diers was flown from Vichy air- 
/port in commercial planes yester- 
day. Most of the troops were 
scheduled to leave the fort today 
by rai and truck convoy. 

By late evening about 2500 per- 
sons 
Sioux City homes and about 1500 
‘from South Sioux City.

the cities took about 80 persons 
at a time. Its eighth trip was 
completed about 11 p.m. The Na- 
tional Guard assisted in the evac- 
uation with an amphibious duck.

The other was that of try- 
‘ing to make the levees and _ flood 
walls do a protective job they 
were never intended to handle. 

Mayor James Mulqueen vyester- 
day issued an order to evacuate a 
large part of Council Bluffs. 
'Roads out of the city were carry- 
ing a near-steady stream of flood 
refugees. and the same was hap- 
pening in the East Omaha and 
Carter Lake. la., areas across the 
river. 

The Omaha municipal airport 
was just about abandoned. Trucks 
piled high with everything from 
mattresses to refrigerators moved 
out of threatened areas. 

The river level last night was 
24.2 feet, nearly two feet above 
the height reached daring a disas- 
trous 1943 flood which drove 1200 
families from their East Omaha 
homes. 

St. Joseph Has Week. 

| Emergency work on a dike pro- 
tecting Rosecrans Air Field at St. 
Joseph was halted yesterday by 
Army engineers who decided they 
would not have time to complete 
the task before flood waters 
reached the area. 

The Missouri River will break 
into the airport through surround- 
‘ing bottom land and cover the 
fields with three feet of -water by 
next Sunday, Col. L. J. Lincoln, 
Kansas City district engineer, said 
last night. Col. E. E. Browning, 
St. Joseph area engineer, said it 
probably will be necessary for 
packing plants to close, and about 
three feet of water will back into 
low parts of the stockyards.

After a four-hour wait by offi- 
cial order, singer Jane Froman 
was reunited at a hospital today 
with her husband, Capt. John C. 
Burn, who piloted a plane that 
carried 52 Easter travelers to 
death in the shark-infested Carib- 
bean, oe 

The singer flew in from New 
York to see Burn, the central fig- 
ure of a tragedy reminiscent of 
the 1943 crash in the Tagus river 
at Lisbon in which Burn saved 
Miss Froman’s life. 

Her husband was one of 17 
survivers of a crash yesterday 
outside San Juan harbor of a Pan 
American DC-4 that faltered after 
taking off for New York. 

She had been barred by order 
of District Atterney Zoilo Dueno 
Colon, who questioned Burn about 
the crash. 

Pilot Held for 17 Hours. 

Burn, recovering from bruises, 
was turned loose after being held 
17 hours incommunicado. He 
left the hospital with Miss Fro- 
man and went to a hotel. \ 

The Coast Guard announced 
the search has been abandoned 
for the 39 missing passengers. 
Thirteen bodies were picked up 
near the crash scene. Most af 
the victims were Puerto Ricans. 

Lt. Comdr. J. Natwing of New 
London, Conn., fought off sharks 
in swimming through a choppy 
sea to pick up survivors. The 
Coast Guard said Natwing landed 
his PBY patrol plane near the 
site of the crash, thén jumped 
overboard. | 

“During half an hour in the 
water, he warded off two sharks,” 
the Coast Guard said. 

The district attorney told a Pan 
American representative that 
keeping Burn incommunicado had 
all been a misunderstanding. The 
guards, he said, had been posted 
to protect Burn. He had no idea, 
he added, that Miss Froman was 
arriving.

MISSISSIPPI DEMOCRATS 
MAY BOLT NATIONAL PARTY 


JACKSON, Miss., April 12 (UP) | 
~The Mississippi Legislature to- 
day authorized the state Demo- 
cratic party to bolt the national 
organization again this summer. 

The Assembly also called ‘a 
state-wide referendum for Aug. 
26 on the state’s controversial 
62-year-old prohibition law. Mis- 
sissippi is legally dry now but, 
under an unusual plan, the state 
collects black market taxes on 
spirits sold in the state. 

The referendum will have Mis- 
sissippi citizens vote “yes” or 
“no” on the question of allowing 
the Legislature, at its next ses- 
sion, to legalize liquor sales on a 
county-option basis. 

The political bill frees all Mis- 
sissippi political parties from any 
allegiance to any national party 
er obligation to support the can- 
didates of any other party. It 
allows any state party to hold 
conventions to nominate their 
candidates for President and Vice 
President.

Campaign Under Way.

NEWARK, N.J., April 12—The 
Only Republican primary in the 
industrial, internationalist East to 
bring Gen. Eisenhower, Senator 


Taft and Harold E. Stassen to- 
gether on the same printed ballot 
is moving toward a climax next 
Tuesday in New Jersey in an at- 
mosphere of tension and bitter- 
ness. 

Gov. Alfred E. Driscoll, who 
threw the state organization to 
Eisenhower and precipitated 
Taft’s attempted withdrawal from 
the primary campaign, took to the 
air to charge the Taft forces “are 
trying to perpetrate a great hoax 
upon the state.” The fact is, said 
Driscoll, the Taft people only pre- 
tended to withdraw, that in 
reality they have never stopped 
working, and have a “well-oiled” 
campaign under way. 

Driscoll’s attack was made on 
the. advice of organization leaders 
who urged him to combat a “‘cut- 
Driscoll” campaign aimed at re- 
ducing his vote as delegate-at- 
large and spreading in the state 
the anti-Driscoll drive is in re- 
prisal for his support of Eisen- 
hower. 

Turns Fire on Reece. 

Representative Carroll B. Reece 
of Tennessee, former Republican 
national chairman, was named by 
Driscoll as one of the “latest 
emissaries” to appear in New 
Jersey in Taft’s behalf. 

“The congressman and his as- 
sociates,” Driscoll asserted, ‘‘are 
apparently prepared to pay what- 
ever price is necessary to accom- 
plish their purpose.” 

Driscoll charged that “false 
and misleading letters are being 
offered for their support. 

Loud cries of ‘double cross” di- 
rected at Driscoll came from two 
leading supporters of Taft, for- 
mer Gov. Charles Edison and for- 
mer United States Senator Albert 
W. Hawkes, in simultaneous 
broadcasts. 

Edison, former Secretary of the 
Navy and son of inventor Thomas 
A. Edison, was nominated and 
elected governor of New Jersey 
by Frank Hague’s Democratic ma- 
chine in 1940 but ditched Hague 
on inauguration day. Today Edi- 
son describes himself as an “in- 
dependent independent.” New 
Jersey Democrats are not quite 
certain what that means but they 
are bright enough to recognize 
it as a form of political evolution | 
which has brought Edison from a| 
position in Franklin Roosevelt’s | 
New Deal cabinet to the side 
of Gov. Dewey in 1948 and to 
Taft in 1952. 

Edison’s Charges. 

Calling Driscoll “a governor 
turned sour,” Edison charged he 
had used the power of patronage 
to “coerce broad segments of the 


hower. He said Driscoll “jock- 
eyed” them into the general’s camp 
when it was too late for Taft eith- 
er to enter a slate of delegates 
in opposition to the organization’s 
unpledged 38 or to withdraw his 
name from the ballot. 

Edison deleted from his broad- 
cast a statement in his prepared 
text which read as follows: 

“Further, Driscoll has done 
these things after giving his word 
to Senator Taft that the state 
Republican organization would 
remain neutral. This promise of 
neutrality was given at,a meeting 
last January attended by Gov. 
Driscoll, Guy G. Gabrielson, the 
Republican national chairman, his 
assistant, Albert B. Herrman (also 
of New Jersey) and by New Jer- 
sey’s two Republican United States 
Senators, H. Alexander Smith and 
Robert C. Hendrickson.” 

Edison explained the deletion 
on the ground that later infor- 
}mation had raised doubt as to the 
accuracy of this particular charge. 

But Driscoll, who had learned 
of the Edison statement on the 
neutrality conference but not of 
its elimination, said there wasn’t 
a word of truth in it. He said 
he had communicated with Smith 
and Herrman, that both denied 
it, and so did he. 

Stassen Still Working. 

Against this background of bit- 
terness, Stassen slipped into the 
state to fill the time slot allotted 
to Taft prior to his public with- 
drawal. Stassen continued his

WASHINGTON, April 12 (AP)

McGRANERY’S RISE to the highest legal 
office in the executive branch of government 
parallels Truman’s boast of “precinct worker 
to President.” 


He was born on July 8, 1895, son of Patrick 
and Bridget Gallagher McGranery, in South 
Philadelphia’s 36th Ward, which is famous for 
its tense political atmosphere. He attended a 
parochial school and after graduation from a 
Roman Catholic high school became an elec- 
trotyper at the Curtis Publishing Co. He still 
carries an electrotyper’s card. 

In World War I he served overseas as an 
observer pilot in the Balloon Corps. On his 
return to this country, he attended the night 
school of Temple University and obtained his 
law degree in 1928. He was admitted to the 
Philadelphia bar the same year. 

While going to night school he became a 
Democratic leader in the 36th Ward and in 
1927 ran unsuccessfully for clerk of the Court 
of Quarter Sessions. In 1931 he was defeated 
for the district attorneyship and in 1934 for 
Representative. 

By this time the Roosevelt New Deal was 
establishing itself in the nation and Gov.

IN THE JUSTICE DEPARTMENT, Mc- 
Granery supervised the FBI, where he be- 
came a good friend of J. Edgar Hoover, the 
Bureau of Immigration and Naturalization, 
the Bureau of Prisons and other administra- 
tive divisions. During World War II he had 
charge of the findings and reviews of the 
Selective Service Board of Appeals. For this 
work Truman awarded him the Medal of 
Merit. 

In 1946 McGranery was frequently men- 
tioned by his friends as the man who de- 
served to be appointed to the Third Circuit 
Court of Appeals that has jurisdiction in 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey and Delaware. 
Again the split in Pennsylvania politics cost 
him dearly.

Court to clarify the foggy constitutional 
question of the ‘‘inherent’’ powers of 
the Chief Executive as President and 
Commander-in-Chief.

“My oath to preserve the Constitution 
imposed upon me the duties of preserving 
by every indispensable means, that Gov- 
ernment, that nation of which the Consti- 
tution was the organic law. Was it possible 
to lose the nation and yet preserve the 


In the past the highest court has avoided 
clear expression on this important and high- 
ly controversial problem that has puzzled 
Government officials, lawyers and laymen, 
because of two conflicting theories of the law 
‘for which persuasive arguments have been 
made about each. These two theories and 
the reluctance of the court to decide arise 
from the fact that the United States has a 
written constitution based on separation of. 
powers of the executive, legislative and ju- 
dicial branches of the Government. 

It is significant that President Truman did 
not cite any specific constitutional or statu- | 
tory authority for historical precedent for 
his action, Government lawyers willing to 
discuss the steel seizure mostly rely on sim- 
ilar actions by other Presidents, some in’ 
war and some in peace, for the “public wel- 
fare” and “national security.” 

Some Government lawyers, who cannot 
be named, said they were shocked at Tru- 
man’s bold assertion of Executive power 
for which no authority can be found in 
the Constitution and which appears on the 
surface to be in defiance of the fourth 
amendment which guarantees protection 
against “unreasonable seizure,” the fifth 
which says that no person shall be de- 
prived of property “without due process of 
law,” and the tenth which says that “the 
powers nof delegated to the United States 
by the Constitution, nor prohibited by it | 
to the states, are reserved to the states re- | 
spectively, or to the people.” |

‘not be done by the President unless he could 
find some specific authorization to do it. My 
belief was that it was not only his right 
‘but his duty to do anything that the needs 
of the nation demanded unless such action 
was forbidden by the Constitution or the 
laws. Under this interpretation of existing 
_ power, I did and caused to be done many 
‘things not previously done by the President 
_and the heads of the departments. I did 
not usurp power. In other words, I acted 
in the public welfare, I acted for the common 
well being of our people, whenever and in 
whatever manner was necessary unless pre- 
vented by direct constitutional or legislative 
prohibition.” 

Coming to more recent times, Morse quoted 
an opinion that Frank Murphy, then Attor- 
ney General and later a Justice of the Su- 
preme Court, wrote to President Roosevelt 
in October, 1939: 

“The Executive has powers not enum- 
| erated in the statutes—powers derived not 
from statutory grants but from the Consti- 
tution. It is universally recognized that the 
| constitutional duties of the Executive carry 
with them the constitutional powers neces- 
sary for their proper performance. These 
constitutional powers have never been ex- 
pressly defined and, in fact, cannot be, since 
their extent and limitations are largely de- 
pendent upon conditions and circumstances. 
| In a measure, it is true with respect to most 
of the powers of the Executive, both consti- 
| tutional and statutory. The right to take 
| specific action might not exist under one 
state of fact, while under another it might 
' be an absolute duty of the Executive to take

Sibley and his wife, Mary Easton Sib- 
ley. who had come here from the East 
and were greatly impressed by the need 
of a school for the-higher education of 
young women in this rapidly growing 
section. — 

Girls attended by stagecoach from 
all parts of the state and surrounding 
area. The first building was built of 
wood from the linden trees on the 
beautiful campus site overlooking the 
Missouri river at St. Charles, which was 
then the state capital. 

Lindenwood is one of the oldest col- 
leges west of the Mississippi river and 
the fourth oldest college for women in 
the country. So let’s give credit to 
another fine pioneer Missouri school!

The Issue of Seizure 
President Truman has been condemned before 


_ but never, so far as we can remember, with the 


vehemence and the degree of unanimity which 
has followed his seizure of the steel plants. 


The Washington Post says it “will probably go. 


down in history as one of the most high-handed 
acts committed by an American President.” The 
New York Times reasons that “if the President 
can take over the steel industry, set the wages 
it shall pay and govern its right to pay dividends 
to its owners and interest to its creditors, he can 
of course do the same thing in the case of any 
other industry whose product bulks large in the 
national economy or is of importance to the 
national defense.” 

This is also the view of the New York Herald 
Tribune which concludes by saying that “the fa- 
tal door has been opened, and the traditional 
values of our free enterprise system stand in 
jeopardy.” 

. > - 

The President, in seizing the steel industry 
and putting it under Secretary of Commerce 
Sawyer, took a course which can be opposed with 
a wealth of legal arguments. Of that there cannot 
be the slightest doubt. Such authority as he may 
have had for his course derives from “implied 
powers” of the President in time of emergency 
—powers which are not specifically enumerated 
in the Constitution, as are the powers to appoint 
judges, sign or veto bills, negotiate treaties and 
so on. 

Mr. Truman is not without his case, constitu- 
tionally questionable though his course undoubt- 
edly is. We do not defend in the least the Gov- 
ernment’s dilatgriness, which permitted the cri- 
sis to arrive, when we say that the White House 
was confronted with a vitally serious condition 
last Tuesday. Steel production was coming to a 
halt. A break of even short duration would have 
been costly to the war and defense efforts. 

» »” * 

The industry’s charge that the President acted 
to pay off a 1948 political debt to the CIO can- 
not contravene the fact that there has been war 
in Korea for nearly two years and that we are 
now engaged in building up the defense of Eu- 
rope so there will not be aggressive war there, 
too. 

The President can say that at such a time he 
had to act to keep the steel mills running. He 
can say it was the one sure course, that he could 
not rely on the Taft-Hartley Act and that he 
could not be sure an injunction would keep the 
mills producing. If the overriding consideration 
was that steel production should continue un- 
broken, it cannot be denied that the President 
found a way. 

The steel companies are entirely right in tak- 
ing the issue to the courts. If Federal Judge 
Holtzoff does not accept their challenge, then 


it will be the duty of some other judge to do so. . 


The question of presidential powers is one for 
the judiciary, eventually the Supreme Court, to 
pass upon. And more than once the highest 
bench has stayed the executive hand. 

~ * - 

Now that the issue has been raised, we hope 
to see it explored to the full in the courts. Let 
the seizure order become the means to a public 
discussion of the pros and cons. Meantime stecl 
production goes on and the industry and the 
union can and should use the new time to work 
out their differences. 

So far, the seizure is technical. So far. it 
amounts chiefly to announcing that Secretary 
Sawyer is in charge, to raising the flag at the 
plants and to posting bulletin board notices. If 
the President should attempt to use the seizure 
to enforce the wage increases and other awards, 
he would then go far beyond the current techni- 
cal seizure. Then he would do much more than 
maintain steel production. He would in fact enter 
into the control of a private industry through 
his highly extraordinary course although a law 
of Congress stood ready for his use. We hope 
the President will not test his powers to any 
such Iength as that. 

Heated words will get us nowhere. White-hot 
steel will. Let the issue of the President’s au- 
thority be examined and ruled on in the courts. 
The job of the steel heads and their employes, 
and the Government as well, is to compose their 
differences so that the threat of another break 
in this crucial industry does not hang over the 
war and defense efforts. 
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A Few Paragraphs for the Day 

Custom calls today for a few well-chosen 
words on the ladies’ new clothes, the brightly 
dyed eggs, the rabbit symbol—and how did he 
come to be tied in with Easter?—lilies, hams 
and all that. 

The chief component of the picture, however, 
is supposed to be bright, spring sunshine. On 
this score the Weather Man is not very helpful. 
The skies may clear, he says, but probably not 
in time for the traditional Easter morning cele- 
brations. 

Well, that might be a cue for turning lugu- 
brious and pointing out that it’s that kind of a 
world—just chuck full of frustrations. But we 
prefer to stick to the optimistic Easter mood, 
and to borrow the well-chosen words from 
Edna Dean Proctor: 


I think of the garden after the rain: 
And hope to my heart comes shining, 
“At morn the cherry blossoms will be white, 
And the Easter bells be ringing!” 
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Home Rule for Puerto Rico 

Before long, Congress is expected to grant 
Puerto Rico a fuller democracy than the terri- 
tory has enjoyed in 54 years of American rule. 
The Puerto Ricans have put their aspirations 
into a new constitution which Congress is ex- 
pected to ratify soon. 

The constitution would establish Puerto Rico 
as a free commonwealth associated. with the 
United States. It would end the power of Con- 
gress to repeal island laws and the President’s 
power to appoint island justices. Puerto Ricans 
gained the right to elect their Governor in 1947. 
They wan American citizenship in 1917. 

A lengthy Bill of Rights is given first place 
in the Puerto Rican document. This suggests 
that the lessons of democracy as between tutor 
and student might flow both ways. For the 
Puerto Rican constitution not only accepts the 
principles of our own, but extends these pledges 
of freedom. 

The Bill of Rights provides for equality be- 
fore the law, but adds a specific prohibition 
against racial, religious, social or political dis- 
crimination. It says no law shall curb religion 
but adds flatly that there shall be complete 
separation of church and state. To a protection 
against unreasonable search it adds in so many 
words that wire-tapping is prohibited. 

In addition, the bill is expanded to matters 
of education and economics. Every person has 
a right to free education, it says. No person 
shall be deprived of property, and the rights of 
collective bargaining are specifically secured. 

All of these ideas’ are extensions of the 


~. 


United States Constitution as generally *in- 
terpreted by United States courts. The Puerto 
Ricans thought enough of them to write them 
into their fundamental law, in seeking home rule. 


Unfortunately, not even their constitution can 
bring these citizens into full partnership with 
their fellow-citizens on the mainland. Puerto 
Rico will not be a state. It remains a possession, 
however governed. Its living standards, so de- 
pendent on American trade and on sugar, are of 
little credit to the United States. But at the 
least, Puerto Ricans have earned a good meas- 
ure of self-government. To that they aspire, 
and to that the United States is pledged. | 
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France Asks for Trouble 
A blind, preoccupied French Government has 
won another “victory” over troublesome 
colonials. Paris has succeeded in persuading 
the U.N. Security Council to refuse a hearing 
to the Tunisian nationalists. This is a feat com- 
parable to tying down the safety valve on a 

Mississippi packet boat to win a race. 


It was bad enough when the French used old- 
fashioned, hard-boiled military tactics to sup- 
press protests in Tunisia, and then forced the 
Bey to appoint a pro-French Prime Minister who, 
through this very action, lost all influence in 
the North African protectorate. New demon- 
strations are feared now not only in Tunisia, 
but also in adjoining Morocco where they are 
liable to be even more difficult for the French. 


The United Nations and the United States 
did not come out of this business .too well, 
either. Seven votes were needed to give the 
Tunisians a hearing, and the United States, 
The Netherlands, Greece and Turkey announced 
they would abstain. Even worse, Great Britain 
and, of course, France said they would vote No. 
That left only Pakistan, China, Chile, Brazil 
and—mark this—the Soviet Union in favor of 
the hearing. The Russians miss no such propa- 
ganda bets. 


One would think that the Indochinese war 
ought to be warning enough to any French 
cabinet to avoid nineteenth century methods of 
handling colonial problems. Then there is the 
example of the twentieth century British atti- 
tude, most recently exemplified in the offer of 
a substantial measure of self-rule to the Sudan, 
a region corciderably more backward than Tu- 
nisia. The British offer included adult male 
suffrage, a parliamentary set-up and the obliga- 
tion of the Governor-General to act on the ad- 
vice of the elected Prime Minister. A similar 
offer would have more than met the modest 
demands of the Tunisians. Instead, they are 
being met by the bayonets of the German-re- 
cruited Foreign Legion. 

With its hand already full, how can a weak 
French Government hope to cope with more 
trouble? And what gain can Great Britain and 
the United States see in supporting it in its 
stubbornness? 
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Ending a Sitdown 
It is high time that the Missoyri House ended 
its month-long sitdown strike in behalf of a 
bigger windfall for the state’s schools. For 
the delay caused by the House’s stubborn atti- 
tude affects not only the supplemental school 
appropriation, but the entire omnibus bill, in 

which the school funds are included. 


Thus, the mule-headed approach of the House 

is delaying the $6,000,000 appropriation for es- 
tablishment of a four-year University of Mis- 
souri medical school. It is holding up the $1,500.- 
000 appropriation for enforcement of the new 
state driver's license law. And it is preventing 
the state hospitals and institutions from receiv- 
ing more than $1,000,000 in additional operat- 
ing funds. The sitdown also has delayed plans 
for bringing the Legislature to final adjourn- 
ment. 
.It is difficult to work up any kind of sym- 
pathy for the delaying tactics of the House. 
A joint House-Senate conference committee rec- 
ommended that the schools get no more than 
$7,000,000 over and above their regular appro- 
priation. The Senate has accepted this figure, 
but the House, prompted by the powerful teach- 
ers’ lobby, has held out for $14,000,000. The 
time has come for the House to accept the com- 
promise and get on with other business. 
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Study in Animosity 

Circuit Judge Waldo Mayfield has denied in- 
corporation to the National Citizens Protective 
Association, a little group with a high-sounding 
name and dubious purpose. The judge ruled 
the group did not meet requirements for in- 
corporation of non-profit educational groups. 
This is fortunate, for the kind of “education” 
which the association indulges in is strictly hate. 

This assodiation is a splinter from Gerald 
L. K. Smith’s Christian Nationalists, who have 
been anti-Semitic, anti-Negro and anti-this-and- 
that. Nine members deserted last August and 
set up their “protective association.” The asso- 
ciation has limited itself to preaching race seg- 
regation, but in doing so it has been rather 
violently anti-Gerald L. K. Smith as well. 

The notable thing about these hate groups is 
how hatred begets hatred. Apparently when 
people combine to hate something, it is easy 
enough to end by hating each other.

——1 Qur nation, most powerful in world, risks repulse in foreign policy 
because of weakness of fear, writer says; fear of criticism at home 
freezes policy abroad, creates suspicion we are “trigger happy ; 
he urges friendly positive program to aid less privilegéd lands. 


Reinhold Niebuhr in Justice, Published by the International

Dr. Niebuhr, who was born in Wright 
City, Mo., is a distinguished philosopher 
and critic. He is dean of the faculty of 
Union Theological Seminary, and national 
vice president of Americans for Demo- 
cratic Action. The following article was 
first printed in the ADA New York 
Monthly: 


As the most powerful nation in the 
world, our country has done tolerably well 
in assuming the burdens that power im- 
poses. But there are some serious handi- 
caps, becoming more and more apparent, 
that stand in the way of.our success. 

The first and most,serious handicap is 
the moed of hysteria that has gripped the 
nation. That hysterfa may be due to the 
fact that we are unaccustomed, as a na- 
tion, to living for a long time in the inse- 
curity and frustration which present world 
conditions make in- 
evitable. It may be 
due to the hatreds 
created as we are 
confronted by a ter- 
rible and ruthless 
foe. 

But whatever the 
reasons for the hys- 
teria, the conse- 


quences are serious. 


They could be listed 
this way: 

1. LACK OF DIS- 
CUSSION — Demo- 
cratic discussion on 
foreign policy has eae eee 
practically ceased. Reinhold Niebuhr 
We do not trust each other sufficiently to 
tolerate any differences of opinion on 
what course we should pursue. This lack 
of discussion will make us more and more 
sterile when we study the best way of 
meeting perils that we confront in a tu- 
multuous and constantly changing world. 


2. INCREASING RIGIDITY—tThe hys- 
teria tends to freeze the foreign policy of 
our government into an attitude of inflex- 
ible rigidity. It is already apparent, for in- 
Stance, that we cannot engage in any bar- 
gaining procedures if an armistice should 
be achieved in Korea. There is no point 
on which we are ready to bargain. 

Naturally China cannot be admitted to 
the United Nations while in aggression. 
But the hysteria in the nation has prac- 
tically committed our Administration to 
the proposition that there are no condi- 
tions under which we would admit China 
into the United Nations. 


3. LOST PRESTIGE ABROAD—The hys- 
teria has destroyed American prestige in 
Europe and Asia. In both continents it is 
assumed that the American people are 
spoiling for another world war. We know 
this to be untrue. 


We know that the American people want 
to achieve two ends in foreign policy. One 
is to prevent the spread of Communism. 
The other’is to avoid another war. 

But this is not the picture we give of 
ourselves. The world does not fully trust 
us. Nations think we are “trigger happy.” 
that we are irresponsible about the possi- 
bility of slipping into another war, and 
that we are more anxious to pfepare for 
the winning of the war than we are to 
avoid it. 

The. general hysteria has, in short, cre- 
ated a situation in which even the wisest 
of our statesmen find it necessary to ac- 
commodate themselves to certain limita- 
tions in public opinion that have been cre- 
ated or exploited by the most vulgar of 
our politicians. 

If we should lose the struggle in this 
era—in one sense, involvement in a war 
would mean we had lost the struggle— 
the virtual triumph of McCarthyism might 
well be the most significant element in 
that failure. Although America is a giant 
in the modern world, it can be blinded 
by hatred and hysteria. Once blind, our 
strength might be of no avail. 

The second serious handicap to the suc- 
cess of the democratic cause in its contest 
with Communism is our lack of moral pres- 
tige in the wide Asian and African non- 
technical world. 

This agrarian world—steeped in desper- 
ate poverty filled with vestigial resent- 
ments against past colonial policies, un- 
able to organize its political life upon a 
stable basis quickly enough—has become 
a seed ground for Communism. Our kind of 
democracy, fruit of long ages of Western 
history, including both spiritual and tech- 
nical developments, is not an immediate or 
live option for this agrarian world. 

We will overcome the handicap most 
successfully by being as helpful as possi- 
ble in making the advantages of a techni- 
cal civilization available to them. The 
more we can do this in the field of cul- 
ture (for instance, the fundamental edu- 
cation program of UNESCO) as well as in 
the field of commerce, the better it will be. 


We must not expect quick results in our 
technical assistance program. One cannot 
change a pastoral or agrarian civilization 
over night into a technical one. There will 
be many dislocations in the process. The 
program of assistance will require patience 
if it is to succeed. 

Patience is, in fact, a prime requisite. 
We are in a long campaign for peace and 
justice in which no quick results can be 
guaranteed. This nation has never before 
had to be patient. We have been accus- 
tomed to expect quick results. 

Now patience and forbearance have be- 
come absolutely essential to success. 


Exploitation of Artists 


Ross Parmenter in The New York Times 


A New York Supreme Court jury re- 
cently brought in the verdict that National 
Concert and Artists Corp. should pay the 
violinist, John Creighton Murray, $2193. 


‘Neither side can figure exactly how the 


jury reached that precise figure, but it was 
more than the concert manager wanted 
to pay and considerably less than the vio- 
linist asked for. The verdict was the re- 
sult of more than a year and a half of liti- 
gation and may have far-reaching effects 
on the contractual relationships between 
artists and managements. 


N.C.A.C. began it by suing Mr. Murray 
in Municipal Court for $1068, the bill 
handed him for managing his Carnegie 
Hall recital of Oct. 14, 1949. Since the vio- 
linist was under contract to the manage- 
ment, he felt the concert was a promo- 
tional venture the management should pay 
for. He sought legal aid. 


His counsel, Murray Bein, looked into 
N.C.A.C.’s books and made a discovery. He 
found that N.C.A.C, received $400 apiece 
for sixteen concerts the violinist gave for 


" Civic Concert Service, Inc., which is owned 


by N.C.A.C. The artist received for those 
concerts $250 each, less a 15 per cent com- 
mission to N.C.A.C. 

After this, the violinist lodged a counter- 
suit against the management, asking for 
$100,000 for damage to his artistic reputa- 
tion and $4250 for additional moneys that 
he claimed the management owed him be- 
cause of the differential between what it 
received for his services and what it 
turned over to him. His suit was filed in 
Supreme Court and the two cases were 
consolidated. 

Justice Eugene Brisach ruled out the 
$100,000 claim, but the jury listened to 
testimony for five days as to who owed 
what ‘to whom. N.C.A.C. argued that it 
was in Mr. Murray's contract that he 
should receive less than his usual fee for 
the Civic Concert dates. Mr. Bein argued 
that his client had been defrauded and 
that the implications of the contract had 
not been made clear to him. 

In trying to account for the sum decided 
upon, both sides believe it represents the 
debt claimed by Mr. Murray, minus the 
$1068 claimed by the management.

during World War II because we 
had standardized on production of 
conventional aircraft and piston 
engines both for our own air 
forces and those of our allies, 
Two Breaks for Russians. 
When the Russians took, over 
the Junkers and Bavarian Motor 
Works factories in East Germany, 
they found quantities of com- 
pleted new engines, new designs 
and the technical personnel re- 
sponsible for those designs. They 
proceeded to exploit them. In

proposed in the Volta Scientific 
conference in Rome in 1935, by 


Gen. Artur Crocco, once director | 


of scientific research for the Ital- 
ian Air Force. It was developed 
by the Germans in wind-tunnel 
tests. A Messerschmitt 262, with 
35 degree sweepback and jet en- 
gines was ready for test in Jan- 
uary 1945, when it was destroyed 
by another plane which crashed 
on it. Another ME 262 with 45 
degree sweepback was under con- 
struction at the end of the war. 

It was not until early in 1945 
that the drag-reducing properties 
of the sweptback wing were dis- 
covered in the United States. 
Wind tunnel tests gave experl- 
mental verification. 

Before the end of the war, in 
1945, the Air Force contracted 
for three jet-propelled medium 
bombers (now the B-47). 
contractors involved, only Boeing 
had a wind tunnel capable of test- 
ing at sonic speeds. Boeing was 
able to demonstrate that any 
conventional straight-wing design 
would experience a rapid drag 
rise at high sub-sonic speeds, 

German Data Obtained. 

About this time Gen. Arnold 
decided to send his Scientific 
Advisory Group to Europe to sur- 
vey foreign developments. In- 
cluded in the group was the Boe- 
ing engineer, George S. Schairer. 


A week after arrival and just be- | 
fore V-E day the Group went to | 
Braunschweig to interrogate Ger- | 
fMan scientists at Goering’s aero- | 


nautical research institute. 
Schairer found experimental 
evidence on sweptback wings in 
the library and immediately sent 
it back to the United States, 
where it was circulated to all air- 
craft companies. Thus the swept- 
back B-47, which had _ been 
planned as a _ conventional 
straight-wing bomber, was born. 
The story of the North Ameri- 
can F-86 Sabre jet is similar. 
Another team of technical per- 
sonnel, including North American 
representatives, was sent to Eu- 
rope in the spring of 1945. This 
team brought back captured 
Luftwaffe data which saved North 
American about three years of 
research. Based on the high-speed 
advantages of the swept-back 
wing, as revealed by the German 
data, North American proposed 
changing from the straight-wing 
design of the XF-86 to a swept- 
back design. It was at this point

PINAY IS GRANTED 
DECREE POWERS TO 
CUT FRENCH COSTS

PARIS, April 12—The French 
National Assembly today made 
Antoine Pinay the first postwar 
Premier of France empowered to 
effect Government economies by 
decree, 

The surrender of Parliament’s 
powers became final when the 
Assembly gave final approval to 
the 1952 budget, 330 to 208. Under 
the bill, the Pindy cabinet is au- 
thorized to decree cuts in civil 
expenses by 110 billion francs 
($314,000,000). 

Pinay thus made good his 
promise to have Parliament ac- 
cept his record-breaking budget 
of 3,494,000,000,000 francs (10 bil- 
lion dollars) without raising taxes. 
The vote was its last action be- 
fore recessing until May 20. 

During the next five weeks, 
Pinay will be free to use his au- 
thority to drive down French 
prices. Lower prices and the float- 
ing of Government loans are key- 
stones’ of the Premier’s progran?

I have been asked to summarize 
'the questions and the answers. 
|The questions and answers follow: 


Are we Americans thinking too 
much or too little of armed force? 


Our foreign policy 
militarized. “Delivery. of the 
_ goods” is conceived in terms of 
| B-36s and aircraft carriers too 
| often, not often enough in terms 
'of land reform. The United States 
‘practices its diplomacy, it seems, 
from a position that straddles the 
Potomac with most of the weight 
on the Pentagon. 

We don’t seem to understand 
‘that our military mobilization pro- 
| gram can at best only win us time 
‘to develop more effective and 
constructive and less expensive 
‘methods for protecting our way 
| of life and thought. We have not 
-yet discovered how to accomplish 


‘our long-range objectives without | 


‘going to war. 

Are we making too many com- 
| mitments? 

We often make the wrong kind 
of commitments. When the Com- 


‘ 
| munists threaten to take over a | 


‘country, we tend to rush in with- 


| out carefully exdmining important | 


‘relevant issues. 

| Our Government and our peo- 
(ple have a bad national habit of 
‘deciding what is good for the 
‘world without considering wheth- 
-er we are capable of doing any- 
‘thing effective about it. 

| We have not been sufficiently 
| tough and shrewd in making cer- 
tain that foreign governments 
match our aid with realistic inter- 
'nal reforms that could make them 
‘healthy and popular. American 


officials abroad usually are not. 


| encouraged to use the leverage of 
American economic and military 
aid in making needed changes. 

Are we winning or losing 
friends? 

We are making the mistake of 
seeking friends abroad as an end 
in itself. Even when we are sin- 
cere in seeking allies, most 
foreigners distrust our motives. 
We worry about offending the 
French and the British, but we 
alienate the Egyptians and the 
Moroccans. We mistakenly expect 
gratitude and are hurt when we 
encounter suspicion, 


and effective if we developed the 
eonviction overseas that Ameri- 
cans and their government have 
fundamental interests in common 
with ordinary Egyptians, Fili- 
pinos, Indians, Japanese and Ital- 
ians, and proved that we meant 
it by helping them get the things 
they want. 

Meanwhile, we are discouraging 
popular faith in democratic in- 
stitutions in many countries by 
buying the allegiance of their 
often corrupt and distrusted offi- 
cials. 

Are we trying to stop revolu- 


tions that cannot be stopped? 
This is one of our greatest 
weaknesses. It is going to get 
worse. The State Department was 
“burned” on China and the diplo- 
mats are scared stiff of making 
a similar mistake and being called 
Communist. We fail to support 
native peoples in Tunis, Morocco, 
Algeria, Egypt and elsewhere be- 


cause we are afraid they may turn) 


Communist. 

Instead we back the oid “dead” 
colonial systems and offer the 
Communists opportunity to cham- 
pion the cause of independence 
and change, thereby pushing 
themselves to power. 

Could revolutions take place 
without the Communists taking 
over? 

Yes, with the right leadership. 
Ethiopia, Israel and several other 
countries provide evidence of 
bloodless internal change that 
has brought improvements such 
as land reform, modernism and 
the beginnings of a better deal 
for the people.

Minor changes in our 
economy may destroy the pros- 
perity of an entire foreign coun- 
try. This new form of “economic 
colonialism” easily leads to hatred 
of Americans, particularly in 
areas where popular hopes for a 
better life are being frustrated. 

Are the criticisms of us justi- 
| fied? 


tified. Some of our greatest dif- 
ficulties result from the attitude 
of many Americans who go 
abroad as private citizens and of- 
ficials of our Government. We 
are haughty, clannish, impressed 
with the worst elements in every 
country and usually too inexperi- 
enced in dealing with foreign 
problems to profit by the experi- 
ence of others. 

The “post exchange cultures” 
that we have spread jaround the 
world build a growing’ community 
of Americans in many countries 
who are primarily interested in 
each other and concerned with” 
their creature comforts. They 
spend an unjustified amount of 
time and money on _ cocktail 
parties, 

Behavior of this kind has con- 
vinced many persons in foreign 
countries that American civiliza-

Stop playing domestic politics 
with foreign affairs. Our foreign 
policy must be the product of the 
best brains and ideas in America, 
Democratic and Republican. Make 
the foreign service of the Depart- 
ment of State a workshop for pro- 
moting ideals, instead of a cock- 
tail circuit. When a Government 
official does perform for the ben- 
efit of the country, he must be 
protected against irresponsible 
congressional attack and enabled 
to preserve his professional in- 
tegrity, even when his actions are 
unpopular.

HIS swift-moving and read-

“Tliad” will have’ great 
charm for anyone who has felt 
the heavy hand of prose trans- 
Jation in our public schools. Mr. 
Lattimore, himself a practicing 
poet as well as a classical 
scholar, is the sort of man to 
do the great epic the justice it 
deserves. 


He decided to use a free six- 
beat line rather than a regular 
English hexameter, and he 
wants his lines to be read with 
their natural stress. As for 
language, he says: “I have used 
the plainest language I could 
find which might be ade 
quate, and mostly this is the 
language of contemporary 
prose.” The result is poetic, yet 
so readable that it should make 
its way rapidly into tl!.ose 
schools which are not allowing 
the classics to die altogether. 


Mr. Lattimore’s introduction 
summarizes a great deal of in- 
teresting material.

choice in withdrawing from the 
battle in a frenzy of jealousy, 
he brought about the death of 
his best friend, Patroclus. The 
story of this anger, which ends 
only with Achilles’ terrible ven- 
geance on Hector, is the central 
point of the poem. This story 
ends with the grudging forgive- 
ness with which Achilles re- 
turns the dead body of Hector 
for burial. The “Iliad,” then, 
is the tragedy of a wrathful 
man, 

But no review of poetry 
should end without some poetry. 
Note how, in the great descrip- 
tion of the marvelous shield 
the represented forms assume 
a life of their own. Hephaestus, 
the craftsman, it will be re- 
membered, made the shield: 


“He made on it a great vine- 
yard heavy with clusters, lovely 
and in gold, but the grapes 
upon it were darkened and the 
vines themselves stood out 
through poles of silver. About 
them he made a field-ditch of 
dark metal, and drove all around 
this a fence of tin; and there 
was only one path to the vine- 
yard, and along it ran the grape- 
bearers for the vineyard’s strip- 
ping. Young girls and young 
men, in all their light-hearted 
innocence, carried the kind, 
sweet fruit away in their woven 
baskets, and in their midst a 
youth with a singing lyre plaved 
charmingly upon it for them, 
and sang the beautiful song for 
Linos in a light voice, and they 
followed him, and with singing 
and whistling and light dance- 
steps of their feet kept time to 
the music.”

THE STRUGGLE FOR EUROPE, by 
Chester Wilmot.

R. WILMOT has performed 
M: service to history, but 

not to Britain, though you 
can’t say he hasn’t tried. 


In Mr. Wilmot’s history of 
World War II in Europe the 
great misunderstood hero is 
General Sir Bernard Montgom- 
ery, the British military leader 
and master of the pious phrase. 
Because Mr. Wilmot has a cer- 
tain prejudice in favor of the 
truth, this is a difficult feat. 


It is clear from the record 
presented that the dramatic 
Monty is great at planning 
battles, but somewhat less than 
great in the kind of fast-moving 
operations that modern battle 
require, if they are to be won. 
It is also clear that he did not 
endear himself tc many fellow 
officers, Brigish or American, 
because of his’ insufferable 
egotism, 


a 


HE trick is turned, how- 
Tee: with the aid of seman- 

tics. For instance, when 
Montgomery fails to surround 
enemy troops, the gap mm Al- 
lied lines is called a “pocket” 
—from which (it is not stressed) 
—German soldiers pour out, to 
fight again. 

And when Patton advances 
rapidly, while Montgomery 
stands still and fires his can- 
nons, with a great big bang, 
Wilmot finds Patton guilty of 
“distorting” the front lines. 

Germans fighting against 
Bradley anc Patton are de- 
scribed as chronic sufferers 
from heart ailment and general 
senility, while the stalwart 
Teutons opposing Monty were 
veritable supermen. 

Finally, Mr. Wilmot just

sure that the people of Brus- , 


sels cheered much louder when 
liberated by British troops, than 
the people of Paris cheered 
when liberated by American 
and French troops. Well, how 
loud is a cheer, Mr. Wilmot? 


As far as Monty’s bad temper 
is concerned, this is really all 


right, too, because after the war 
he sent Eisenhower an apology: 
“IT owe much to your wise 
guidance and kindly forbear- 
ance .. You have kept me 
on the rails in difficult and 
stormy times and have taught 
me much... 
* * *® 
HIS may sound as if the 
T book spends a great deal of 
time trying to justify Mont- 
gomery, who, by the way, is 
now a field marshal and a vis- 
count. It does. However, there 
is lots else in the book, most 
of it good, though opinionated. 
Mr. Wilmot .has made intelli- 
gent use of the materials of 
history now available: Nuern- 
berg trials records, seized Ger- 
man documents and memoirs of 
generals and statesmen. He 
writes in two dimensions, hov- 
ering over the battlefield, 
equally at home in Hitler's 
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bunker and Gen. Eisenhower's 
headquarters. 

He makes some _— serious 
charges against Eisenhower's 
generalship, though he is full 
of praise for Ike’s ability to 
keep the show on the road by 
standing firm in the gales of 
wind generated by the Montys 
and the Pattons. The most 
serious charge is one shared 
by partisans of both Mont- 
gomery and Patton—that Eisen- 
hower failed to give either the 
support for a concentrated 
break-through, when the Allies 
paused at the Moselle river. 
This is a long and fruitless 
argument, now, and the proof 
of Ike’s pudding was the fact 
that. Nazi Germany found it 
most undigestible. 

In- the end, Mr. Wilmot con- 
cludes rather sadly: 

“The increasingly heavy in- 
ternational burdens which the 
American people have accepted 
since the war (involving the 
New World yet more closely in 
the fortunes of the Old) have 
devolved upon them largely as 
a result of the political and 
military mistakes of their war- 
time leaders, and _ especially 
Roosevelt, Marshall and Ejisen-

HAT were the mistakes? 
Well, Roosevelt balked 
Churchill’s scheme to in- 


vade the Balkans and forestall 
Russia there. Eisenhower re- 
fused to capture Berlin and 
Prague, and let the Russians do 
it. Why? Well, Mr. Wilmot con- 
cedes, because we insisted on 
fighting the war, rather than 
keeping our weather-eye out on 
the postwar. 

Maybe we were wrong in con- 
centrating on the job at hand, 
keeping the coalition together, 
including Russia, until the Ger- 
mans (and the Japanese) were 
finally beaten. Let’s s@e what 
Hitler thought about it. 

In 1944, Hitler was telling 
his generals, “The time will 
come when the tension betwecn 
the Allies becomes strong 
that, in spite of everything, the 
rupture occurs. History teaches 
us that all coalitions break up 
Again: At anv 
this artificially bol- 
Stered (Allied) common front 
may suddenly collapse , =

WASHINGTON, D. C. (INS).— 
The vexing problem of providing 
suitable housing quickly in times 
of national emergency or disaster 
to wide segments of the popula- 
tion may soon become a thing 
of the past. 

Government experts sgy the 
answer. won’t be found in trailers, 
temporary barracks-type buildings 
or the “chicken-coop” housing 
that has featured conditions in 
many defense areas. 

The Housing and Home Finance 
Agency is seeking a revolutionary 
home combining modern living in 
a permanent house with the 
added—and unusual—ability of 
being transported from place to 
place with ease. 

‘-HHFA officials say this is not 
a Government pipe dream. In 
fact, so much progress has been 
made that eight pre-fabricated 
housing companies are now build- 
ing seven experimental houses 
that show great promise. 

First display of the new homes 
will take place at Long Beach, 
Calif., April 22, where Transa- 
House, Inc., will unveil its new 
dwelling, dismantle the structure 
and set it up again at a location 
100 miles from the plant.

New Building 


Grand opening of the Jefferson 
Savings and Loan Association 
building, 3353 California avenue, 
is planned for tomorrow morn- 
ing. The new building, part of 
an $80,000 expansion program, 
was designed and executed by the 
‘Bank Building and Equipment 
Corporation of America. 
building was erected by the Al- 
bers Construction Co. of St. Louis. 
The association formerly occupied 
offices at 2533 South Jefferson 
avenue. 

Andrew W. Kuenneke Jr., exec- 
utive vice president and secretary 
of the association, said “The deci- 
sion to expand was necessitated by 
the 600 per cent jump in assets in 
the last five years. Our desire 
to better our service to the com- 
munity and still maintain our cur- 
rent rate, could not be realized 
without this expansion program.” 
Lloyd D. Doerflinger is president 
of the association, and James O. 
Sewell is treasurer. 

The new offices are located on 
a 90-foot front, and 127 feet deep, 
purchased by the association last 
year. Another building now stand- 
ing on the location probably will 
be razed later. 

The new building !s faced in 
red mat brick, with Bedford lime- 
stone copings, and has a one and 
one-half story pylon on the north 
corner. Five slender plate glass 
windows located on the front face 


face, and parking space behind 
the building accommodates 16 
vehicles. 

The entrance vestibule is parti- 
tioned from the lobby by corri- 
gated glass. Highlight of the in- 
terior is a battery of pendent- 
type incandescent spotlights over 
the teller counters. This light is 
supplemented by 24-inch square 


lighting panels recessed in acous- | 


tical tiled ceiling. 


A two-station teller counter and 
low rail separating the officers’ 
area from the lobby are both ve- 
neered in walnut, with a scratch- 
proof Micarta ledge. The check 


desk, attached to the corrigated | 


glass work, is constructed in a 
similar manner. 

A section of the exterior brick- 
work extends through the north- 
east corner to the interior. Other 
wall areas are plastered and pa- 
pered in contrasting tones of 
green. 

The lobby has a- passageway 
opening into the parking lot. The 
lobby floor is covered with tan 
asphalt tile with red and green 
feature strips. 

A drop ceiling over the offi- 
cers’ area houses air conditioning 
and heating ducts. The combina- 
tion cooling and heating unit is 
contained in a room immediately 
adjacent the officers’ area. A 
conference room and rest room 
are also included in the building. 
All interior doors are paneled in 
walnut. -

Officials say the units are built 
so that they may be dismantled 
and arranged for highway ship- 
ment in a package about eight 
feet wide and almost 38 feet long.

Review Is Resumed. 

The threat of a nationwide steel 
strike almost upset the Govern- 
ment’s plans for relaxing controls 
on construction and output of au- 
tomobiles and hundreds of house- 
hold and consumer metal products.

Fear Inspired 


Sales Blamed 
For Price Cuts 


CHICAGO—If prices fall when 
Negroes or other minorities move 
into a neighborhood, it’s not due 
to the “invasion” but rather to 
hasty sales, inspired by fear, that 
temporarily glut the market and 
depress property values, Belden 
‘Morgan asserts in a current issue 


‘of The Review of the Society of 


Residential Appraisers. 


A senior member of the society | 


in Los Angeles, Morgan states, 
“Many people have learned that 
if they hold on to their proper- 
ties until the first hysterical sell- 
ing phase passes, they may be 
able to sell at substantially higher 
prices because the law of supply 
and demand asserts itself.” He 
likens premature sales to a bank 
run engendered by fear, pro- 
ducing an unwarranted condition 
that could be avoided if people 
would stay put. 


Whether prices rise or fall de- 
pends upon the extent of the de- 
mand and the ability of the new- 
comers to bid up prices, Morgan 
says. He continues, “In many 
neighborhoods the high effective 
demand among Negro buyers not 
only sustains price levels but 
often increases them.” Calling 
marketability the test of property 
worth, he declares, “The race, 
creed or color of prospective buy- 
ers is unimportant, just so there 
are enough of them with the abil- 


ity to pay to create a strong and | 


sustained demand.” 


Maintaining that minority | 
groups were the chief victims of | 
the wartime housing shortage, 
when overcrowding, poor upkeep | 
and aging of structures created 
slums, he adds, “Blaming Negroes 
for the slums is akin to blaming 
the prisoners for the existence of 
the concentration camps of Rus- 
sia.” According to Morgan, Negro 
families have responded to the 
standards of good neighborhood 


living. He cites an FHA neighbor- 


hood survey that reports, “The 


‘infiltration of Negro owner-occu- |

VIOLET BULLETIN 
IS PRESENTED BY 
SHAW’S GARDEN 


Authoritative information on the 
care of African violets is presented 
in the Missouri Botanical Gar- 
den’s latest bulletin just pub- 
lished.

An Aid to Sale 


By JOHN C. TYSEN

So far as the real estate brok- 
ers of this country are concerned, 
+the mortgage is a very much ma- 
ligned instrument. In spite of all 
the ulcers, headaches, nervous 


breakdowns and poor jokes for 
which mortgages have been re- 
sponsible since they were invent- 
ed by the Egyptians more than 
2000 years ago, real estate brokers 
are for them to a man. 

Not because there was very 
much doubt as to the outcome, 
but because the influence of a 
group usually carries more con- 
viction than that of a single in- 
dividual, the writer asked a cross 
section of the country’s real estate 
brokers whether they considered 
a mortgage an asset or a liability 
to a piece of residential property. 
The answers were unanimous. 
Where buying and selling a prop- 
erty is concerned, a mortgage is 
an asset and, generally speaking, 
the larger the mortgage, the more 
of @ sales asset it is. 

One of the brokers who was 
questioned, George C. Castle, of 
Stamford, Conn., explains it this 
way: “Let’s assume that a house 
is for sale at $30,000 with little 
or no mortgage on it. A buyer 
who could qualify as to his abil- 
ity to carry the loan, could bor- 
row as much as $20,000 (before 
Regulation X)*provided the house 
represented good value. He 
would, therefore, need $10,000 in 
cash. 

“But if the owner had been able 
to negotiate a $25,000 loan prior 
to present controls, only $5000 in 
cash would have been necessary. 
Obviously there are many more 
purchasers with $5000 than there 
are with $10,000, which makes the 
house a more salable piece of 
merchandise.” 

Cash Scarcer Than Credit. 


The simple fact is that a very 
great many more people have in- 
come than have ready cash. 
Hence, the larger the percentage 
of the purchase price of a house 
which can be paid out of income, 
the more people there are who 
are able to buy it and, obviously, 
the easier it is to sell it at a fair 


price. 

It was the old-fashioned mort- 
gage which was not amortized and 
came due periodically in a lump 
sum that gave real estate financ- 
ing its bad name. It placed the 
home owner at the mercy of the 
bank or -individual who held the 
mortgage. The lender could de- 
cline to renew and the home 
owner, unless he had cash or 


could find another loan, lost his 
property. 

Today’s Mortgages Are Different. 
The modern mortgage with its 


small monthly amortization pay- 
ments is a comparatively painless 


the home buyer to pay for his 
property over a period of 15, 20 
or 25 years at a monthly cost 
which compares favorably with 
normal rent. No lump sum ever 
comes due (if payments are main- 
tained), because when the mort- 
gage expires it is all paid off. 

very important additional

advantage to the present day 
mortgage holder is the fact that 


interest payments on mortgages |_ 


are tax deductible. Rent, of 
course, is not. 

Is there such a thing as an 
ideal mortgage, percentagewise? 
No, because each individual own- 
er’s circumstances are different. 

The owner who wants to keep 
his property as salable as possible 
should probably have a larger 
mortgage. The man who has am- 
ple income but little cash obvi- 


ously must buy with a large mort- 


age. 

On the other hand, the owner 
who looks upon his house as his 
permanent castle and who will 
derive real satisfaction from com- 
plete ownership may be better off 
with no mortgage at all. 

All of the available figures in- 
dicate that without mortgages 
some 75 per cent of the people 
who own their own homes in this 
country would have to be con- 
tent to be tenants. 

Because home ownership is one 
of the great satisfactions of life 
and has been called, with justifi- 
cation, the cornerstone of democ- 
racy, it would seem that real es- 
tate brokers are right, and the 
mortgage, like the horseless car- 
riage, has become a necessary and 
very much to be desired part of 
twentieth century life.

Racial Difficulties Causing Delay 
In Locating Housing Projects 


Fears of Changing Character of Neighbor- 
hood Slowing Program — 13,000 Units 


Finished, Applications for 500,000. 


WASHINGTON, April 12 (AP) 
—The staff of the Senate Bank- 
ing Committee said today fears 
of “a change in the racial char- 
acter of a neighborhood” are 
causing difficulties in locating 
public housing projects. 

The view was expressed in one 
of a series of reports on Gov- 
ernment housing programs being 
made to the committee by its 
staff. . 

The report said there had been 


slow progress in completion of | 


public, low-rent housing units 
under the 1949 law. It said only 
13,500 units have been finished 
and that 105,000 were under con- 
struction on Jan. 31 although 
1125 cities have filed applications 
to build 500,00 units. 

“In a number of cities we 
found,” the report said, “that the 
local authorities were confronted 


“While they were somewhat re- 
luctant to discuss what they felt 
was a delicate subject, housing 
authority officials in the various

OR adult church-goers, Easter 
F is the time of glorious worship, 

for the fashion-minded a time 
for fancy dressing and parading, 
but for the youngsters, in chil- 
dren’s homes as in your home, the 
high spot of the season is the time- 
honored, exciting Easter egg 
hunt. It is part of the tradition 
that it is the inalienable right of 
every child to have a woven straw 
basket with cellophane straw, 
some hard boiled eggs to eat or 
happily crumble over the carpet, 
and perhaps a chocolate bunny, a 
plastic chick, or a fuzzy toy. 


Just which came first, the rab- 
bit or the egg, or the other Eas- 
tertime symbols, is lost in the 
maze of legend and history con- 
cerning the holiday. Like most 
Easter traditions, however, the 
egg antedates the Christian cele- 


tion. In German mythology, 
Easter bunnies were the escorts 
of the goddess Ostara, for whom 
the festival of Eostre—eventually 
Easter—was named. One legend 
had it that some German children 
found their colored eggs a few 
feet from where a rabbit was 
playing; they concluded thaf the 
Easter rabbit had left the Easter 
eggs. 

When the Christians linked the 
ancient festival of springtime with 
their commemoration of the Res- 
urrection, the custom of coloring 
eggs was retained, though for a 
while they were dyed red, to sig- 
nify the shedding of Christ's 
blood. As the custom spread 
around the world, every country 
added its own variation of native 
decoration. In France, rulers pre- 
sented gilded eggs to members of 
their court. In Sweden, verses 
were painted on, Hungarians dec- 
orated them with floral designs, 
Czechoslovaks with landscapes, In 
Russia, eggs were blessed in 
church, clicked together after the 
fashion of wine glasses as cele- 
brants toasted each other, and ex- 
quisite, extravagant jewelry was 
fashioned in the shape of Easter 
eggs. 

The Easter egg custom was re- 
tained regardless of the simplic- 


ity or complexity of the civiliza- 
tion. In pioneer New England, 
mothérs colored eggs with the dye 
from scraps of calico fabric. _In 
Pennsylvania Dutch communities, 
where everything was richly, col- 
orfufly decorated, Easter eggs 
were just as elaborate, and often 
were made into egg trees, after 
the mannér of Christmas 4fees. 
Wherever there were children 
there were Easter eggs and usual- 
ly wherever there were Easter 
eggs there were hunts and “roll- 
ings.”

GG - ROLLING, either with 
F sticks in competitive races, or 

downhill just for fun, began in 
England. Again, according to 
stories passed down among peo- 
ples and eventually recorded 
in encyclopedias, there was a cus- 
tom of rolling down Greenwich 
Hill at Easter time. This habit 
was changed into rolling eggs 
down the hill instead of people, a 
more colorful and undeniably 
more comfortable custom. 

For years, egg rolling on. the 
White House lawn was a tradition 
in Washington, D.C. It began in 
the earliest days of the nation’s 
capitol, with egg rolling down the 
hills ‘of the Capitol grounds, but 
when formal terraces and gardens 
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were laid out, the children were 
barred from the premises. One 
story has it that a bearded man 
happened to see some disconsolate 
children one Easter and invited 
them to come to his house and 
roll eggs on his lawn. He was 
General Grant, and the custom 
continued for many years. White 
House egg rollings were held on 
Easter Monday for children only, 
or for adults accompanied by 
children, but many an enterpris- 
ing youngster hired himself as an 
escort to get curious adults onto 
the premises. 

In 1937, a record crowd of 
53,180 children attended the 
White House egg rolling. In 1942, 
war conditions and food short- 
ages in other countries caused the 
discontinuance of the party and 
it has never been revived. 


Egg hunting rather than egg 
rolling is the custom in most com- 
munities and numerous varia- 
tions 6n the theme have evolved. 
In Central Park. in New York 
City, children rolled wooden eggs 
during wartime Easters in the in- 
terest of food conservation. In 
Syracuse, N.Y., 5000 children an- 
nually hunt for plastic eggs con- 
taining whistles and a merrily 
ear-splitting time is had by all.

A half hour 
before the scheduled time, chil- 
dren broke through the lines and 
ate all the eggs. By the time 
the Mayor ‘arrived to start the 
hunt, it was all over.

ORKING quietly and stead- 

fly for the past 15 years, a 

group of the nation’s out- 
standing Bible scholars have just 
completed a gigantic task. 

This task—a revision of the 
world’s all-time best seller, the 
Holy Bible—began in 1937 when 
the Standard Bible Committee, 
composed of 32 of the country’s 
top Biblical authorities, repre- 
senting all major Protestant de- 
nominations, was created to un- 
dertake the preparation of The 
Revised Standard Version. 


By 1945 the New Testament 
section of the committee had com- 
pleted its work and the Revised 
Standard Version of the New 
Testament was published a year 
later. 


Now the Old Testament section 
has finished the immense proj- 
ect of revising the 39 books of the 
Old Testament and the printing 
of 1,000,000 copies of the com- 
plete Revised Standard Version 
has begun. Publication date’ is 
Sept. 28. 


“We began this work because. 
we were charged with it by the 
churches, through their educa- 
tional boards associated in the 
International Council of Religious 
Education,” said Dr. Luther A. 
Weigle, dean-emeritus of Yale 
Divinity School and chairman of 
the Standard Bible Committee. 


“Our years of working together 
upon it have increased our sensé

efigineers released steam in the giant boilers. Rockets were 
fired from the bow. This, then, was real distress and now 
the passengers knew it.

Almost 
as a goodby signal, they flashed on again for a moment. The 
stern rose, machinery was torn loose and everything move- 
able rushed in a great roar toward the disappearing bow. 

The sea closed over the stern of the Titanic and the 
last unrecorded words of its victims. The water became calm 
again and the night quiet, except for the low moans from the 
lifeboats under the clear, starlit sky.

task that was to take 15 years to. 


complete. Working in two sec- 
tions, one dealing with the New 
Testament and one with the Old 
Testament, the committee par- 
celed out the books of the Bible 
to its various members. The ini- 
tial draft of the revision of each 
of the books was prepared by one 
or two members of a section and 
after this draft was typed, a copy 
was sent to each member of the 
section for study prior to the 
meeting at which it would be con- 
sidered. It was then discussed 
verse by verse. When decisions 
were reached, a new draft was 
mimeographed and distributed for 
further study and at subsequent 
sessions these second drafts were 
again discussed. Then a new re- 
vised set of mimeographed drafts 
was submitted to other members 
of the full committee, who were 
given opportunity to record their 
dissent from any proposed change. 
After final review the revised 
manuscript was placed in the 
hands of a small editorial eom- 
mittee which was charged with 
the responsibility of preparing it 
for the press and supervising its 


* publication. 


Asked to point out a typical 
change in the new Revised Stand- 
ard Version of the Old Testa- 
ment, Dr. Weigle turned to 
Psalms 119.147 and read: “I pre- 
vented the dawning of the morn- 
ing, and cried: I hoped in thy 
word.” 


“Prevent,” he explained, “once 
meant to go ahead of, from pre- 
venio, the Latin to precede, and 
thus this text really means ‘I got 
up before dawn.’ But prevent 
now means to stop from happen- 
ing so in the Revised Standard 
Version we have changed the 
lines to read: “I rise before dawn 
and cry for help; I hope in thy 
word.” 

All told there are some 300 


English words and phrases which 


were used in the King James Ver- 
sion in a sense that they no 
longer convey to the reader. 

A typical word is “suffer.” The 
King James translators used this 
word in the sense of let, allow, 
and permit, but today it conveys 
to us the idea of enduring pain 
or penalty, hardship, insult and 
the like. In changing the text, 
“Suffer little children to come 
unto me, and forbid them not; 
for of such is the kingdom of 
God,” to “Let the children come 
to me, and do not hinder them; 
for to such belongs the kingdom 
of God.” Dr. Weigle reports some 
dissenters.

“The American Standard Ver- 
sion of 1901 corrected many of 
these errors but in doing so lost 
much of the literary quality of 
the King James Version,” Dr. 
Weigle said. “The new Revised 
Standard Version is intended to 
embody the accuracy of the Amer- 
ican Standard Version along with 
the enduring diction, simplicity 
and rhythmic beauty of the King 
James Version. And actually, the 
new Revised Version is older than 
any previous version because the 
Standard Bible Committee had ac- 
cess to ancient documents discov- 
ered only during the past few 
decades.”

“Hebrew poetry is character- 
ized not by rhyme or not even 
by rhythm so much as by paral- 
lelism of thought,” Dr. Weigle ex- 
plained. “What the Hebrew re- 
gards as poetry is the saying of 
a thing once in a lead line and 
the saying of the same thing but 
in different words in a secondary 
line. In the new version the lead 
lines will be set flush with the 
margin and the secondary lines 
indented so that any ordinary 
reader can identify the two as a 
couplet.” 

Dr. Weigle makes plain that he 
has no lack of appreciation of 
the King James version. 

“The King James version is, as 
has been said, ‘the noblest mon- 
ument of English prose,’” he 
says. “It has entered as no other 
book into the making of the per- 
sonal character and the public in- 
stitutions of the English-speaking 


‘people. We owe to it an utterly 


incalculable debt. But the King 
James translators, were they alive 
today, would be among the first 
to recognize the need of revision 
of their work. The committee 
which has been charged by the 
American churches to make that 
revision has sought to make it in 
their spirit.”

WAS sitting in a restaurant 
| with my wife the other night 

when an uninvited guest joined 
us. I knew the fellow. He used 
to make his living in the gam- 
bling racket. 

“Listen,” he said, “if you want 
to go higher in politics, you have 
to hook up with the right guys. 
Why don’t vou let loose and open 
up? A little action helps the 
town—brings in people from out- 
side that spend money in Collins- 
ville. If you worked it right you 
could make plenty of money.” 

You certainly could. I knew, 
because this wasn’t the first time 
I had been approached about 
“opening up.” Word was even 
brought to me that if I persuaded 
the city council to give the green 
light, it would be worth a four- 
figure sum a week to the gam- 
blers. That’s quite a bit of money 
for a feliow 30 years old, espe- 
cially considering that I make 
$66.66 a month (less taxes) as 
Mayor, own no car or television 
set and sometimes have to puff a 
little to meet the payments on 
our clothes drier and G.I. home 
loan. 

I told the fellow at our table I 
wasn’t interested in the kind of 
money he was talking about. 

“What do you wanna be,” he 
sneered, “President?” 

I can appreciate why gamblers 
are a little impatient with me. 
You may remember how crap 
games flourished in our town and 
how the bookmakers prospered 
with infrequent interruptions. To- 
day, a building that was being 
groomed as a gambling casino is 
the office of a ketchup company. 
The hide-out for one of the bet- 
ter known crap games has become 
a farm implement store. And one 
of our ex-bookies turned over his

Don’t get me wrong. The other 
city commissioners and I don't 
fancy ourselves crusading knights 
in shining armor. And I don't 
“wanna be President.” To tell 
the truth, I’m a little relieved 
that my first year in office is 
over May 1, and I expect that 
when my four-year term expires 
I'd be happy to spend some time 
with my wife and three young- 
sters again. I hardly see them 
any more. Just lately, my oldest, 
Paul, who will be three in June, 
asked his mother: “Daddy come 
home sometime?” 
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HEN I do get home, I seem 
We be mostly on the tele- 

phone. People call me when 
they have a new hole in their 
street and when their water pres- 
sure is down. They call when a 
new street light shines in their 
bedroom window and when they 
want a dead dog buried. 


The other morning at 12:30 a 
fellow wanted me to tell the bar- 
tender to give him carfare home. 
I’m always asked to fix traffic 
tickets (we haven’t fixed one 
yet!). When the garbage collec- 
tor had truck trouble during the 
icy season everybody asked when 
we're going to get their garbage. 
Constituents complain when the 
Justice of the Peace fines them 
$10 for running a stop sign (I tell 
them I have no control over the 
judiciary). And when their rela- 
tives get in trouble, I’m sup- 
posed to keep the story out of the 
paper. —

Just a year ago, young Louis 
Jackstadt, then an instructor in 
Government at St. Louis Uni- 
versity, successfully ran for 
Mayor of Collinsville with the 
campaign slogan, “Not just a 
shuffle but a real change.” The 
Post-Dispatch asked him what 
happened during his first year 
in office and this is his story. 


the baby was screaming for her 
bottle, Paul was pulling out pots 
and pans in the kitchen, and the 
baby’s bottle got so overheated 
on the range that it almost ex- 
ploded. 
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OME callers get mad because 
G they can’t reach me during the 

day. One woman asked how 
come I wasn’t at the city hall or 
home. My wife explained that I 
work for a living, as a salesman 
in St. Louis. 


“After all,” she said, “the 
Mayor is only paid $66 a month.” 

“Well,” said the woman, “if he 
can’t get along on that he ought 
to quit!” 

On a day when there are half 
a dozen such calls, Neva often 
asks: “‘Why’d you have to cam- 
paign so hard for a job like this’’? 


Don’t misunderstand. We're 
glad I got elected, that the vote 
was 3131 to 2346, an all-time rec- 
ord turnout for Collinsville, and 
that all the commissioners elected 
with me are new and political 
amateurs, too. I was an instruc- 
tor in Government at St.. Louis 
University then, but you didn’t 
have to be an expert to see that 
there was plenty wrong with gov- 
ernment in Collinsville. I hated 
to watch what was happening. 

I like Collinsville. It’s a friend- 
ly, easy-going town: no extreme 
wealth, no extreme poverty. Our 
1950 population was supposed to 
be 11,682, but when I was on the 
school board we figured on 13,000 
and I think that’s close. Maybe 
the census people made a mistake 
counting or maybe we just got 
higger in a hurry. There are 
more than 100 new houses in one 
section alone. 

My parents met and married in 
Collinsville after they came over 
from Lithuania almost 50 years 
ago. My wife and I never lived 
anywhere else. I played football 
at Collinsville High and was pres- 
ident of the senior class, the one 
that was briefly expelled in its 
entirety for pinning up its colors 
in the auditorium in violation of 
the rules. I peddled papers in 
our town and I jerked sodas and 
graded potatoes, and I didn’t like 
leaving for places like Okinawa. 


When Paul Steinbicker, then 
head of St. Louis U.’s Government 
Department, first suggested that 
I run for Mayor, most folks felt 
a little sorry for me. I was up 
against well-entrenched, experi- 
enced politicians. Who was on my 
team? A social worker, an engi- 
neer, an upholsterer, and an ac- 
countant, none over 35. For four 
hours at a time I stood on street 
corners under a big balloon 
marked “@ J” (vote for Jackstadt) 
and talked myself hoarse. We 
staged torchlight parades and ad- 
vertised: “Let a young man clean 
up an old mess.” 

What a mess it was! When my 
administration took over, most of 
the city employes, including the 
commissioners and the _ cops, 
hadn't been paid for two months 
and the city owed an additional 
$25,332 in current bills. We're 
still a little in the red but we're 
meeting all obligations and the

taxpayers are getting a lot more 
for the same money. City Clerk 
Vernon Lucas, who is sharp on 
figures, says the minutes of our 
council meetings run 65 per cent 
longer than those of the preced- 
ing regime, and it’s not idle talk. 
We've eliminated one city job. 
We do our own tin can collecting 
instead of contracting for it; in- 
stalled our own gasoline pump 
and set up a mileage check for 
city vehicles; replaced all the 
parking meters for better models 
that don’t get stuck so often. 
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E shop around for bargains 
Wi: lumber and other materials 

and take advantage of cash 
discounts. We finished widening 
Main street and saved an in- 
spector’s salary because one of 
our $50-a-month commissioners, 
George Gass, who often rides our 
grader himself, ran the job per- 
sonally, spending almost eight 
hours daily. 

We persuaded ‘the bus line to 
extend its pick-up area for com- 
muters and cracked down on our 
hot rod drivers by fining them 
heavily; painted the water tower 
for $1935, bought two new street 
trucks, two water trucks, a new 
police radio, and a new pump for 
the water works; spent $1003 for 
new sewer equipment that has al- 
ready paid for itself because we 
used to hire commercial crews to 
remove obstructions in the pipes. 

We took the city hall out of 
politics, too. Three municipal 
employes, including a policeman, 
used to be precinct committee- 
men and some commissioners had 
been active in party politics. We 
ruled against such outside tie-ups 
and passed the word to all em- 
ployes that they didn’t have to 
follow anybody’s politics. You'd 
bé surprised how much more our 
employes can concentrate on city 
business now! 

I hope you don’t think I’m do- 
ing all this single-handed. I'm 
only one of five non-partisan 
commissioners who meet each 
Monday at 8 p.m. in our dilapi- 
dated-looking city hall. We've had 
quite arf argument about whether 
we ought to paint it, but I went 
along with the commissioners 
who said we could use the money 
better on essentials and maybe 
paint the place next year. Our 
meeting room is cramped and 
gloomy. We've cleaned the old 
plaster and the dead pigeons out 
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of the bigger upstairs room and 
we'll be meeting there soon, I 
hope. 

I open meetings by rapping my 
knuckles on the desk. We have 
no gavel and nobody ever thought 
of getting one. All but one of the 
commissioners are about twice as 
old as I am, but I want to tell 
you that they’ve been really won- 
derful to me. 


Commissioner John Weber, who 
is a retired claims agent of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, is the 
watchdog of our treasury. Folks 
never would take their truck and 
car license stickers too seriously, 
but John collects from everybody. 
Only about half our businesses 
used to buy merchants licenses, 
but Weber went around personally 
and got his money from each one. 
He’s also the one who chided us 
about not having an American 
flag in the meeting room. We 
got one in a hurry. 


Commissioner Harry Hall, a re- 
tired life insurance’ salesman, 
runs the department of parks, 
buildings, health and safety. He's 
got a big headache: the new park. 
Collinsville never had a real park. 
One was planned in the WPA 
days and a lot of dirt was moved 
by hand, but the place wound up 
as the city dump. Harry found a 
tract outside of town and moved 
the dump there, but when we got 
ready to call on our newly organ- 
ized Junior Chamber of Com- 
merce to get volunteer labor to 
clean up the 937-acre area, it 
turned’ out that somebody years 
ago didn’t pay a $700 tax bill on 
the site and now we owe $7000, 
including penalties. Somehow, 
we're going to have to get our 
park out of -hock. 
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EORGE GASS, retired local 
manager for the Bell Tele- 
phone Co., is our Mr. Fix-it. He 
runs the street department and 
gets more complaints than any- 
body else. Not long after I went 
into office a woman called me 
and said she’d been complaining 
about bad drainage near her house 
for three years. She called Gass, 
he went out himself the next day 
and had it fixed the day after. 
“I almost fainted,” she said. 
Commissioner Albert Delbartes, 
who works as a plant guard, runs 
the waterworks and sewers. He 
cleaned out water mains that 


hadn’t been cleared for years, dug 
a new well and worked on the 
pumping stations. We're getting 
far fewer complaints now about 
dirty and rusty water, 


I double in brass as commis- 
sioner of public affairs. I worry 
about whether we ought to trade 
in our only police car—it’s only 
a year old but already has 61,000 
miles on it. I’ve been meeting 
with tavern owners and we 
worked out a new ordinance 
which makes a minor as well as 
the inn keeper liable to fines if 
a teen-ager manages to buy a 
drink. 
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OMETIMES I’m a detective. 

Our $290-a-month police chief, 

Richard (Dick) Kohlhaas, who 
was a rookie until the other com- 
missioners and I decided he was 
the best man to head our nine- 
man force, has been telling me 
about an ingenious prowler in our 
midst. When this character spots a 
family looking at television, he 
sneaks a purse out of the next 
room. When people are in the 
basement, he loots the bedrooms.

Aluminum Foil—is a little more 
expensive than some packaging 
materials, but is especially good 
for wrapping awkward shaped 
foods because it clings closely to 
irregular surfaces. Too many 
women make the mistake of buy- 
ing the lighter weight foil, which 
is intended for use in refrigera- 
tors, instead of the extra-heavy 
weight designed for freezers.

F COURSE, it’s orange sea- 

son almost all the year around, 

but the Florida Valencia 
orange season is now at its height. 
The Valencia is the queen, ac- 
cording to the opinion of the ex- 
perts. And the buyers agree with 
them. By the way don’t worry | 
if you see a touch of green on 
the skins. It is merely the sign 


chlorophyl. 

Chlorophyl is comparatively a 
new word in general usage. We’ve 
been hearing a lot about it re- 
cently as a mouth sweetener and 


we are urged to buy gum and 
toothpaste. Green has become 
the popular shade, and the old- 
fashioned orange has merely been 
ahead of its time.

Snip 
out the core and seeds with a 
knife or kitchen scissors before 
squeezing so that it won't ' be 
necessary to strain the juice, for 
that juicy pulp contains valuable 
vitamins and minerals.

NCE a flourishing institution, the small-town hotel is vanishing 
from the American scene. In its day it was a busy, friendly place 
where a traveling salesman or an occasional tourist usually could 

eo a comfortable bed and family-style meals. But it has been 
ely by-passed in the bustling automotive age. 

The — Hotel in Eminence, Missouri, (population 527) is one 
of the dwindling number that still adhere to the customs and traditions 
of the pre-motel era. Patronized principally by salesmen, it has man- 
aged to survive because of its bountiful, well-cooked meals and low 
operating cost. The cook is Mrs. Samuel Rayfield, who also is co-owner, 
manager, desk clerk, chambermaid, waitress, dishwasher and house 
nurse of the little eight-room hotel. . 

The 66-year-old Mrs. Rayfield gets up each morning at 5 o'clock, 
goes to bed at 8 p.m. She starts her 15-hour day by milking her cow and 
procuring the day’s supply of firewood for her cook stove. At 7 a.m. 
she serves kfast, which includes ham and eggs, hot biscuits, pre- 
serves, coffee, sometimes pancakes and sorghum. For noon and eve- 
= meal, heaping dishes and platters of food are placed on the table, 
and diners eat as much as they want.

ack in 1915, I was a “struggling 
pioneer” in the field of animated 
cartoons. I had spent four 
months completing my first car- 
toon movie. I called it “Little Herman.” 
I did 1,000 drawings for it myself and 
photographed them, too. But I couldn't 
find a buyer. Producers were skeptical 
then about the idea of ‘moving cartoons.’ 
@ I went all over New York trying to sell 
“Little Herman” — without luck. Just 
when I was ready to give up and go back 
to newspaper work, I heard of a pro- 
ducer-exhibitor in New Rochelle, about 
15 miles away. 


He Didn’t Have Train Fare 


I remember very well the day I saw him. 
It was a beautiful spring morning and I 
had to borrow money for the train ride. 
When I reached his office, the producer 
Said he’d prefer to look at my picture 
with an audience! I rushed out into the 
street, but there wasn’t an adult in sight. 
I finally rounded up a group of young- 
sters. They weren't too eager to come. 

@ As “Little Herman” appeared and 
went into a magic act, the kids tittered. 
Then they giggled. At the end they were 
howling with laughter. The producer 
roared, too,and “Little Herman” was 
sold on the spot. 

@ That was 37 years ago, but I’ve never 
forgotten the importance of capturing 
the attention of children. There is some- 
thing wondrous about a child’s laugh. 
Wherever it rises in a theater, adults 
are bound to join in! «

Dennis watched it approach. Then his eye 
caught another movement near the rails. 
@ He looked again. Suddenly he tensed. There, 
standing on the ties, was a little girl, turning 
anxiously toward the oncoming freight. 
@ And as Dennis looked his own face turned 
pale. For in the other direction, on an adjoin-

They would pass each other just opposite 
where Dennis stood—and just where the little 
girl was clambering. 


He Chose Heroism 


T THAT crucial instant he did something 
that will bring pride to Dennis Verbeck, 
of Detroit, as long as he lives. Without 

thinking of his own safety, he leaped onto the 
track, grabbed the little girl by the arm, and 
pulled her across one rail into the narrow 
Space between the two tracks. 

Here, for a thunderous minute, Dennis and 
the little girl crouctied. When the trains had

had settled, Dennis led her back to safety. 

Dennis Verbeck’s cool courage is in a great 
US. tradition. But the most striking thing 
about it is this: it’s not unique. There are 
plenty of other Dennis Verbecks in every state 
in the U.S.—and one important service group 
in America believes that it’s time to give them 
the recognition they deserve. 

That group is the U. 8. Junior Chamber of 
Commerce, which has headquarters here. 
Already, it has put high on its program for 
1952 this task: to find and honor America’s 
kid heroes. 


Our Bravest Kids 


OR YEARS we’ve been hearing about juve- 
Praue delinquents, zoot suiters, hot rodders,”’ 

said the Jaycee’s national president, Lee 
Price, Jr., recently. 

“But it’s only occasionally that you hear 
about some really outstanding kid like Dennis 
Verbeck. 

“We've decided it’s high time that we as 
Americans found out about all the brave, in- 
telligent things our kids are doing. It’s inspira- 
tion to us, their elders, and it’s certainly 
encouraging to the kids themselves.” 

Result: Jaycees all over the U.S. are turning 
up “secret heroes” — American kids who have 
saved a life, prevented an accident, or per- 
formed some outstanding feat of service. Each 
week, the Junior Chamber nominates one of 
them “Kid of the Week.” The heroic youngster, 
girls as well as boys, is flown to New York, 
where he gets the Junior Chamber’s official 
citation as a guest on the “Kids & Company” 
television show (Dumont). 

Just who are these heroic young Americans 
—and what have they done? 

» One of them is 10-year-old Parker Stratt, 
of Coral Gables, Fla. 

With Jerry Gustafson, 9, a neighbor girl, 
Parker was catching minnows in an Everglades 
pool not long ago. 


An Alligator Attacks 


OUT WARNING, a six-foot alligator 

\¢ churned through the silent water tow- 

ard the two children. Lunging, it seized 
Jerry’s arm in its heavy jaws. 

Jerry struggled, but young Parker Stratt 
bravely waded toward the alligator and began 
splashing vigorously. The alligator saw him 
and released its grip. Just as it lunged again 


she weighs less than 100 pounds, she picked 
Donnie up and staggered with him a full half- 
mile to the nearest farmhouse. Then she made 
her way back through the drifts and shep- 
herded the other children home. 

Reports like this pour in weekly to national 
Jaycee headquarters in Tulsa. 

They come from the 2,200 local Junior 
Chambers of Commerce. But because the “Kid 
Hero” program is just getting started, the re- 
ports are not as numerous as the Jaycees ex- 
pect them to become. Since the first “‘Kid of 
the Week” was chosen last September, 9 girls 
and 16 boys have been cited for outstanding 
courage. Ten of them have saved human lives. 

“We find that America’s young heroes are a 
cross-section of America itself,’ says Max 


Tyler, in charge of the program. “No race or | 


creed is any more heroic than any other. And 
money doesn’t matter either. Most real heroes 
come from modest or even humble homes.” 


She Bopped a Burglar 


OT EVEN the blood and thunder TV and 
radio shows contain more breathtaking 
episodes than the real-life adventures of 

“Kids of the Week.” Some of them: 

>» Joan Clegg, 15, (extreme right, below), of 
Massapequa, N.Y., beat up a burglar. She was 
in her upstairs bedroom-when she heard scuf- 
fling below. Creeping down, she saw her father 
wrestling with one burglar. Another burglar, 
with his back to the stairs, was just cocking a 
gun to shoot her father. Joan grabbed a por- 
celain statue, sneaked up behind the gunman 
and conked him on the head. Both burglars 
ran away. 

Billy Capanas, 13, of St. Louis (above, right ) 
saved a child from burning. 

He was sitting on his front porch when he 
heard a scream. Running down,he found a 
four-year-old girl with her clothes burning. 
Billy beat out the flames and carried her 
home. Her family’s car wasn’t in the garage. 
Billy- ran to his own uncle, got the child in 
his car, and they raced to the hospital. Doc- 
tors say he saved her life. 

» Some Jaycee child heroes have saved 
more than one life. Henry Hammersley, 14, of 
Dayton, Ohio, has saved four from drowning 
in the past 2 years. The latest: a 10-year-old 
boy who had been sledding on a pond with his 
brother. Henry, crawling out on the ice, saved 
one. The other drowned. 

» Dolores Roberts, 13, of Zanesville, Ohio, 
saved seven children from a runaway truck. 
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BILLY CAPANAS, 13, of St. Louis, Mo., proved 
alert in saving a 4-year-old from burning. 


driverless truck lurching down the stréet just 
as children were crossing. Running across its 
path, she shoved all to safety. The truck shat- 
tered a light pole where they had been stand- 
ing—seconds before. 

>» Beatrice Kane, 9, of Brooklyn, N.Y., saved 
her two brothers and a sister from a fiery death 
when she woke up and smelled smoke. As the 
family leader (she had been left in charge by 
her parents) she picked up her baby brother 
and told the two others to hold on to her skirt. 
Then, through the blazing rooms, she led them 
to safety. ° 

» Why are these stories important? Because 
they prove that American youth — whatever 
Stories of delinquency seem to imply-is basi- 
cally sound. Some are delinquent—by today’s 
standards, even Huckleberry Finn would be 
considered delinquent — but an overwhelming 
proportion are good kids. And the Jaycees are 
finding that every week some of them are

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S AN ALERT American, you've 
probably asked yourself this: 
“Why don’t the Russians 
revolt against the Kremlin? 
We know they don't really like 
Stalin. Just what is it that holds 
them down?” 
If that’s what you’ve wondered, 
you're not alone. 
> Many other Americans feel the 
same way. They’re looking, like you, 
for some fatal weakness to develop 
behind the Iron Curtain—some flaw 
that will give us a chance to break 
the hypnotic spell of Communism. 
> Yet, the striking fact today is this: 
we may have put our finger on just 
that secret weakness. 
>» That’s the opinion of some of the 
independent experts on psychologi- 
cal warfare and propaganda abroad. 
It’s shared by authorities, some of 
them working with the National 
Committee for a Free Europe, study- 
ing public opinion abroad. Here’s the 
explanation: 


They now feel there's good 
reason to believe that Stalin re- 
gards Russia and all other Com- 
munisf countries as simply a 
gigantic psychology laboratory. 

In it. he and his followers are 
actually experimenting on the 
lives and minds of hundreds of 
millions of people. 

His “experiment” is not merely 
a figure of speech. 

It’s real. It's based—and this 
point is crucial—on the psycho- 
logical theories of a great Rus- 
sian researcher, Ivan Pavlov. 


Fifty years ago Pavlov conducted 
a famous test in his laboratory in 
St. Petersburg (now Leningrad). 


Dog’s Mouth Watered 


H* TOOK a friendly shepherd dog, 
rigged him in a comfortable 
sling, and passed him a plate of 
food. As he did so, an assistant rang 
a bell. Then Pavlov, using a special 
gadget, measured the saliva which 
flowed in the dog’s mouth as it saw 
the food. 

Pavlov repeated this a number of 
times. Then he made a switch. He 
rang the buzzer—but offered no food. 
Again the dog’s mouth watered— 
though no food was in sight. 
> To Pavlov — and to psychology — 
this fact was vitally important. /t 


Secret Weakness? 


proved that a laboratory erperi- 
menter could make a dog into a 
MACHINE for producing saliva. 

>» And if a dog could be made into 
a machine, why couldn’t a man? 

> Right here, our authorities say, is 
where Communists long ago became 
interested in Pavlov’s work. 

> In the early 1920s, they brought 
him to the office of Nicolai Lenin, 
Soviet Russia’s first dictator. 

Lenin greeted Pavlov. Then he is 
reported to have said: “Dr. Pavlov, 
we Bolsheviks have a task for you. 
We want you to tell us the answer 
to the most important of all ques- 
tions: What deep forces make hu- 
man beings act as they do?” 

Pavlov demurred, but Lenin in- 
sisted. Behind him lurked the 
Shadow of the secret police. So 
Pavlov agreed, and months later he

handed Lenin a book-length report. 

In it, he said in effect that the 
forces that make all human beings 
act are FEAR, HUNGER, SEX, the 
INSTINCTS, and, lastly, REASON.

Lenin and the top Communists 
were apparently enormously im- 
pressed by what Pavlov told 
them. 

For he gave them a ready- 
made formula for (1) making 
“machines” out of people: and 
(2) “running” the machines by 
means of cruel but fundamental 
forces. On this perversion of sci- 
ence may well rest today’s Com- 
munist state. 


Does it? 
Our authorities aren’t yet sure. 
They’re studying Communist his-

tory for evidence that Pavlov’s basic 
drives have been used by Stalin. 
Research like this may be the key 
to defeating Red propaganda. 
Already they’ve found a lot. 


Believe—or Starve 


UNGER, they Know, has been 
widely used by Communists to 
force submission to their rule. Just 
last New Year’s Day, a new ration- 
ing rule in Communist Czechoslo- 
vakia gave the biggest ration to 
workers in government industries— 
and let others go hungry. 


Terror, too, the Communists 
have used as a tool of power. 
Last month, the National Com- 
mittee for a Free Europe releas- 
ed a document believed to have 
been taken from the body of a 
secret police officer. In cold 
terms it describes in grisly detail 
how “enlightened terror” is an 
instrument of Communist rule! 


In recruiting new members, Com- 
munist party officials use “free love” 
as bait. And Communism behind the 
Iron Curtain often holds wives and 
parents as hostages. 

But what can we do about Stalin’s 
laboratory experiment in which 
men became laboratory dogs? 

Our authorities think they have 
an answer—and they find it in Pav- 
lov’s own work. 

For the Russian said this: you’ve 
got to repeat the experiment to Keep 
the dog producing saliva. If you 
stop, it’ll forget—and yet if you re- 
peat it too often, it’ll grow bored. 
And this is Stalin’s secret weakness! 


And it’s a weakness we can 
use. We've got to interrupt the 
giant experiment going on in 
secret behind the iron curtain. 
We've got to throw a monkey 
wrench into the minds of his 
“mechanized men.” How? 


We've got to beam just as many 
radio programs of truth as we can. 
We've got to use every means to 
spread facts about our free life. 
We’ve got to show the “mechanized 
men” who represent Russia abroad 
that they work for a machine. And 
always, everywhere, we've got to 
show that what Stalin offers the 
world is not food, but just the dry 
and nagging sound of a buzzer.

They had their first misgivings when 
they approached Abbas Hall at dusk.

@ Pushing open the creaking door, the 
Americans examined the interior — the 
kitchen with its 14-foot fireplace, the 
dining hall with its rotting wooden 
arches, the narrow, dark stairways, and 
the grave-cold bedrooms upstairs.

did the trick.
